Response to Amendment

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 7, filed 3/3/05, with respect to objection of 
claims 1,13, and 23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objection of 
claims 1,13, and 23 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1-13, 15, and 24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the limitation of the claimed printer 
comprising a storage processor for storing a cumulative amount relating to a specific 
function of the one replaceable unit metered by a counting processor in a first specific 
area of the memory, and when a detection processor detects that the one replaceable 
unit is replaced with a new replaceable unit, storing a separate cumulative amount 
relating to the metered specific function of the new replaceable unit in a second specific 
area of the memory, and storing in a third specific area of the memory a total amount 
relating to the specific function.
